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Reports to Members. 

President. 

The first complete year in the new building: has been an 
exceedingly active one, and great progress has been made in all 
departments. The Auckland Institute and Museum is fast taking 
its proper place in the world of Education, and the Museum is 
a vast object lesson where articles written about and spoken of 
may be actually seen. The large attendances at lectures and at 
the building are evidences of steadily increasing interest and 
V usefulness. 

Membership.—At the beginning of the year the roll stood at 
643, including 155 life members; and at the end, 630, including 
159 life members. Although this is much larger than any similar 
society in New Zealand, it must lie recognised that membership 
is the life blood of the organisation, and every possible effort 
must be made to increase it. 

Meetings.—Ten well-attended meetings of the Council have 
been held, and the usual number of sub-committee meetings. 
Members of the Council have done active field work and rendered 
much other assistance, with valuable results. 

Finance.—As will be seen from the accounts, the total income 
I for the year was £8,500. The total expenditure was £9,171, but 

this included some of the money remaining from the sale of the 
Princes Street site. £1,400 odd is carried forward as being 

1 necessary to make payments in April and May, as contributions 

from local bodies are not payable till June. Like all virile and 
expanding institutions, money is always in short supply, and much 
more valuable work could be done if the income were greater. 

Local Bodies.—In October about 200 members of Local Bodies 
accepted an invitation to inspect the Museum, when various 
demonstrations were given by members of the staff. It is hoped 
to have a similar function this year. 

Rules.—The rules were completely revised and printed during 
the year. 

Obituary.—We have to record with much regret the loss by 
death of the following members:—Miss A. B. Vaile, Messrs. T. L. 
Bates, J. M. Crosher, Jno. Wilson, P. E. Cheal, J. A. Stewart, and 
J. G. Ii. MacKay; also Mr. A. Philpott, who gave much sterling 
work as Hon. Entomologist, and Mr. 11. Carse, who rendered 
valuable service to botanical research. 
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Memorial Gallery.—This has been embellished by the placing 
of a dignified bronze wreath upon the shrine and by additions 
to the War collections. It is understood that the Returned 
Soldiers’ Association will soon begin the placing of names on 
the spaces provided, and the next improvement desirable is the 
replacement of the present windows by stained glass panels 
representing various war services. To this end collecting boxes 
have been provided, and it is hoped that the publie will generously 
respond. 

Improvements.—A neat bronze memorial has been erected 
to the memory of the late I)r. T. \Y. Leys, and, with the assistance 
of a few members, an order has been placed for a pair of bronze 
busts of Maoris. Thanks are due to the City Council for great 
improvements to the surroundings of the War Memorial, and to 
the Power Board for its offer to light the building. 

Staff.—All members of the staff have worked together with 
commendable enthusiasm and devotion to duty, and the attendants 
have carried out their work very satisfactorily. Warm thanks 
are due to many who have done voluntary work. 

The Future.—More exhibition cases are urgently required, 
and the groups for which there is proper accommodation should 
also be set up. Much more field work should be undertaken, and, 
with a better income, there are numerous directions in which the 
Auckland Institute and Museum could improve its educational 
services to the public. Our need is, and probably always will 
be—more Money.

Chairman, Trust Board. 

Five meetings of the Board were held during the year, one 
of which took the form of an inspection by members of the city 
and suburban freehold properties held by the Board as securities 
for first mortgage. The Board valued the properties in view of 
the present conditions, and it was found that the total valuations 
were £13,630, on which there are mortgages totalling £6,200. 

£500, which was available at the beginning of the year, was 
invested in Local Body Debentures. 

The Capital Funds of the Institute have increased by £146 
6s. 5d., including £52 10s. Od. Life Members’ subscriptions, and 
£93 16s. 5d. sales of land. 

Invested funds now total £28,141 17s. 8d.

Institute Meetings.—To the usual programme of six public 
lectures and three ordinary meetings, we were fortunately able to 
add four special lectures by Dr. Peter Buck, Mr. Edgar F. Stead, 
Mr. R. A. Falla and Professor E. Percival, the last being 
under the joint auspices of the Institute and the Auckland 
Acclimatisation Society. The average attendance of 240 shows 
that the lectures were appreciated by members and the public. 

The lectures given were as follow:—

Culture.”

Mr. Edgar F. Stead—“New Zealand Bird Life.” 

Professor F. P. Worley, M.A., D.Sc.—“Ultra-miscroscopic 
Particles.” 

Mr. W. R. McGregor—“Animal Life in New Guinea.” 

Mr. R. A. Falla, M.A.—“Antarctic Birds and Mammals.” 

Mr. A. Eisdell Moore, M.D., F.R.C.S.—“The Surgery of the 
Digestive Tract.” 

Professor Edward Percival, B.Se.—“The Economics of the 
Stream.” 

Mr. Moore’s address, which was illustrated with cinematograph 
films, was a much appreciated contribution to our programme by 
the Auckland branch of the British Medical Association. 

We have also to thank the Council of the Auckland University 
College for granting the use of the College Hall for our lectures. 

Anthropology and Maori Race Section.—The past year, the 
ninth of the Section’s activities, has been one of maintained 
progress, both in membership and in interest in the lectures and 
meetings. 

The following lectures were given:— 

Mr. V. F. Fisher (Chairman)—“Flax and Its Importance to the 
Maori.” 

Captain G. Humphreys-Davies—“With Cinema Through the Malay 
States.” 
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Mr. G. Archev—“Primitive Art and Craft Forms.” 

Mr. P. Smyth—“Evolution of Written Maori.” 

Mr. A. T. Pveroft—“Maori Fowling.” 

“Ngo mahi yaranga” (the arts of weaving)—a demonstration of 
flax plaiting by lady members of the Akarana Association. 

A most successful field day was held at the Orakei native 
village, at the invitation of the Ngati-Whatua people, in 
co-operation with the Akarana Maori Association, when a 
demonstration was given of cooking in the “hangi.” 

The visitors were welcomed by Mr. Hotene Paora, and a totara 
tree was planted, and named Te Kapenga, as a memento of the 
occasion. 

Astronomical Section.—The membership of the Auckland 
Astronomical Society, which is a section of the Auckland 
Institute, remains at about the same number as last year, and 
its activities have been continued along the usual lines. Popular 
lectures, which have been well attended by the public, as well a^ 
by members, have been given by Professor Burbidge, Mr. X. S. 
Alexander, Mr. X. H. Good, Professor H. W. Segar, Dr. D. Brown, 
Mr. J. P. Artha, Mr. R. A. McIntosh, and Mr. E. G. Jones. In 
addition, one technical paper was given by Mr. J. P. Artha. 

The observatory, which is still in the grounds of the old 
Grammar School, has been open on fine Tuesday evenings; but 
partly owing to unsuitable weather and partly to the unsatisfactory 
site of the telescope, few members have availed themselves of the 
opportunity to use it. The committee still has in view the 
possibility of moving it to a more suitable position. 

During the year the Society has been greatly indebted to 
Mr. J. P. Artha for furnishing, at each monthly meeting, a 
summary of interesting astronomical events. The committee also 
wishes to thank the University College Council for the continued 
use of the telescope and the lecture room. 

Additions to the Collections.—While fewer large gifts have 
been received during the past year than in the preceding twelve 
months, the large number of individual accessions, 162 more 
than in 1929-30, indicates the widespread support that the Museum 
continues to receive from the public. 

• Several valuable accessions are recorded in the departmental 
reports, but I should like to draw attention here to the President’s 
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many gifts, particularly the Maori collection. During the year 
he has given 116 choice selected articles, of which the greater 
number, comprising rare greenstone and bone ornaments, and 
finely made tools and weapons, were the result of a special 
collecting tour through the Far North. Besides acknowledging 
the President’s generous gifts, I wish also, before he vacates the 
chair, to express my grateful appreciation of his unfailing 
interest and helpful advice, and also for his kind personal 
assistance on innumerable occasions during the past five years. 

Special acknowledgment is also due to Mr. Moss Davis, who 
has presented a further series of valuable articles, especially an 
old Maori Model Canoe and greenstone ornaments and weapons. 
We were very pleased to take the opportunity of commemorating 
Mr. and Mrs. Davis’ Diamond Wedding, on March 29, by a special 
exhibition of Mr. Davis’ many gifts to the Museum. 

Our collection of remains of the Moa has also received two 
notable additions. The first was the result of an expedition 
kindly arranged and conducted by Mr. Mappin, who was 
accompanied by Sir C'arrick Robertson, Mr. Pycroft, and the 
Director, to investigate Mr. W. H. Gregory’s discovery of moa 
bones in caves near Waikaremoana. The whole area was thoroughly 
searched, and, although only a few of the many caves and shelters 
examined contained remains, the party secured several groups of 
mixed bones, and also the remains of fifteen individual birds, 
including six moderately to nearly complete skeletons. 

The second was the generous gift by Mr. L. J. Matthews of 
two Moa eggs—one perfect, the other nearly so—which he had 
found thirty years ago in alluvial and dune deposits at Doubtless 
Bay. Mr. Griffin, who accepted the eggs from Mr. Matthews, also 
collected all the available material from a deposit of Moa bones 
on the site which yielded the eggs. 

Special Exhibitions.—The Josiah Wedgwood bicentenary 
presented an opportunity for a special exhibition of Wedgwood 
Ware. Over forty members and friends lent specimens, and we 
were able to make a display, in five cases, of nearly all types of 
the Wedgwood productions from 1752 to the present day. We were 
fortunate in having the advice of Mr. W. J. Crowther in 
identifying the specimens and his assistance in setting out the 
display. 

Before the Christmas holidays, Mr. H. S. Dadlev kindly lent 
for exhibition an extensive selection from his large collection of 
Chinese Snuff Bottles. These beautiful examples of Chinese art 
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were' very much admired, and a further exhibition, promised by 
Mr. Dad ley, of Chinese jade ornaments, will be looked forward to 
with keen interest. 

The third exhibition, of Mr. Moss Davis’ gifts, has already 
been mentioned, and we may also add that, on the occasion of 
a supposed diamond-field discovery recently, a small exhibit was 
Set up of zircon and other substances which are sometimes 
mistaken for diamonds. 


Visitors.—The attendance of the public has been well 
maintained, the weekly average of 4,790 being only 110 less than 
during the first few weeks after the opening of the building; 
while the school holidays’ weekly average (8,000) is the same as 
that for last year. The total number of visitors during the 
year was 249,042. 

Sunday Lectures and Demonstrations.—The following short 
series of public lectures was given on Sunday afternoons in the 
Library:— 

Miss L. M. Cramvell, M.A.—“Plant Outlaws.” 

Miss Briar Gardner—“The Art of the Potter.” 

Mr. R. A. Falla, M.A.—“The Tuatara.” 

Rev. Angus MacDonald, O.B.E.—'“Life and Art in Ancient Egypt.” 

These were very well attended, and there is no doubt that 
an extended series during the coming winter will be equally 
appreciated. 

A series of demonstrations of Maori plaiting and weaving 
by Mrs. Piki Tawhaki Tamehana and Mrs. Murihau Rerelii also 
attracted considerable attention. 

That the public generally makes definite use of the Museum 
is shown by the large number of enquiries recorded in the 
departmental reports; these total 1,497 for the whole Museum. 

School Service.—The School Service, commenced just prior 
to the end of last year, has been more than doubled, there now 
being seventeen special travelling exhibits on loan. Thirty-one 
schools have already been reached by this service; in which 
we have the welcome assistance of the Education Board in 
transporting the cases. The School Service is now under the 
charge of Mr. Falla, who is in close touch with the Headmasters 
in connection with the organised distribution of the cases, and 
is also arranging for the Training College Students to examine 
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the Museum exhibits under the guidance of members of the staff. 
A collection of lantern slides for lectures and school use has 
been made, and Mr. Fisher has already catalogued the greater 
part of it. 

Publications.—The Council having authorised the issue of 
the “Records of the Auckland Institute and Museum,” the first 
number appeared in June. Besides forming a means of publication 
of the results of research carried out by the staff, the “Records” 
has already brought us in exchange many valuable overseas 
publications. 

Staff.—The death of Mr. Alfred Philpott, F.E.S., F.N.Z. 
Inst., Hon. Entomologist, deprived the staff of the services of an 
assiduous and enthusiastic worker, whose voluntary service to 
the Museum and whose genial friendship and ready willingness 
at all times to advise and help are sorely missed. 

Mr. R. A. Falla, M.A., joined the staff as Ornithologist in 
September. He was granted leave from November to enable him 
to rejoin the British, Australian, and New Zealand Antarctic 
Research Expedition, and he returned to duty on April 1. Mr. 
V. F. Fisher was appointed Assistant Ethnologist on August 1. 

Outside lectures to societies and institutions and dubs have 
been given by Miss Cranwell (5), Mr. Falla (3), Mr. Fisher (1), 
and the Director (6). 

The staff has much pleasure in acknowledging extensive 
voluntary help kindly given by Miss E. Reekie, Miss L. B. Moore, 
and Messrs. W. K. Hounsell, Joseph Wright, E. D. Pritchard, 
D. I. Elliot, M. Hodgkins, and by Mr. E. W. Bennett, of the 
University of Western Australia. 

General. 

Progress is being made by Mr. Firth in the arrangement of 
the Geological Section. An introductory case, with an excellent 
geological map in colour and a series of diagrams, is a very 
instructive demonstration of the geological formation of New 
Zealand. 

The War Trophy Section has received several accessions, and 
additional flags, documents, and pictures have been placed on 
exhibition. 

The workshop has been very busy. The carpenter has 
completed the fitting up of five study rooms, and has, besides, 
made several stands, frames, and cases for exhibition and school 
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groups, as well as completing numerous small repairs and 
fitments. The Taxidermist has prepared 124 bird specimens 
12 mammals, and 28 fishes, as well as completing the details of 
several special group displays, and two School cases.

Assistant Director. 

The principal additions to the collection of fishes during the 
year were Mr. IT. \\ hite Wickham’s record Mako Shark (7981bs), 
Mr. I'. I). Hewett’s Tiger Shark (7341bs), and Mr. J. Torkington’s 
Sun Fish (lOcwt). Messrs. Sanford Ltd. and the “Auckland 
Fishermen’s Co-op” have also given rare and unusual species. 

Twenty-two painted casts of fishes have been placed on 
exhibition, and the whole of the reference collection overhauled 
and card-catalogued. 

The labelling of all the specimens in the Anthropology Hall 
and European Arts Gallery has been completed, and additional 
labels arid drawings have been prepared for the fish collection, 
comprising altogether 1,622 descriptive cards. Displays have 
also been prepared in the War Trophy Hall, and assistance given 
in arranging the Special Exhibitions; two School cases were 
also arranged. 

Over 600 enquiries have been answered and 312 identifications 
of fishes made, including several for the Suva Museum and the 
Portobello Marine Biological Station. Routine work has involved 
the double entry of no less than 642 accessions, and a 
considerable amount of photographic work has also been 
completed. 

It is hoped next year to prepare a special exhibit of fishes 
living at different depths of the ocean; and also, with the help 
of the fishing clubs, to develop the display of the big-game fishes 
of New Zealand.

Anthropology. 

The department has received 747 accessions during the year, 
471 of them being in the Maori section. In addition to the gifts 
by the President and Mr. Moss Davis, recorded above, special 
attention is directed to the following:— 

A large collection of Maori specimens from Mr. Malcolm 
Buckland; historical weapons and ornaments from Sir Edwin 
Mitchelson, Mrs. R. M. Wilson, and Mr. Edwin P. Mitchelson; 
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Hawaiian ethnographical specimens from Mr. S. If. Shiriffs; Tahitian 
specimens from Captain J. I>. MeOomish; a very fine hei tiki from 
Mr. Mappin: and a beautiful old elephant tusk carving from 
Mr. H. S. Dadley. Mr. Geo. M. Graham and Mr. John Stewart 
have deposited historical weapons and greenstone ornaments. 

The President and the Assistant Ethnologist collected weapons 
and implements from the West Coast beaches, and other specimens 
were collected from the King Country, Maketu, Whangaroa, and 
the Urewera. 

The Director has labelled 13 cases of exhibits, 7 of which have 
been rearranged, and the Assistant Ethnologist has labelled 12 
cases. In addition, the whole of the Maori, Polynesian, and Fijian 
reference collection has been classified and suitably stored for 
ready reference and study. Two School cases have been prepared. 

Besides carrying on with the extensive work of labelling and 
rearranging exhibits and reference collections, it is hoped next 
year to prepare an exhibit of Maori food supplies and to form 
an Ethnology Club for boys. 

The cataloguing of all the new ethnographical material has 
been kept up to date by Mr. Lecce, who has also assisted in setting 
up rearrangements and new exhibits.

Botanist. 

The collections have been considerably enriched by gifts and 
by individual collecting. Outstanding amongst the 2,246 accessions 
from outside sources have been a gift of 1,600 specimens of native 
plants from Dr. Leonard Cockayne, C.M.G., F.R.S., and a 
splendid series of marine algae from Mr. R. M. Laing, of 
Christchurch. 

Field work has been continued in the vicinity of Auckland, 
special attention being paid to littoral plant-communities of both 
coasts. As a result of work further afield, 1,200 sheets have been 
added to the general Herbarium. A collection of cushion-plants 
was made in Canterbury, the largest being a “Vegetable Sheep” 
(Raoulie eximia), weighing 1341bs. The satisfactory results of 
this trip were largely due to Professor Arnold Wall’s forethought 
and knowledge of local conditions, and to his enthusiastic personal 
help. 

Herbarium work has included the sorting and mounting of 
new specimens, and the mounting of the specimens of the 
Cheeseman Herbarium. This had been delayed by more pressing 
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work, but will take up much time in the coming year. A paper, 
“The Vegetation of Maungapohatu (I’rewera),” conjointly with 
Miss L. B. Moore, has been prepared for publication. 

The monthly average of enquiries is growing steadily: a 
total ot 473, the majority accompanied by specimens for 
identification, have been answered during the year. 

New groups, for which 296 labels have been prepared, have 
been added to the display cases, and five exhibits were completed 
for the School Service. 

Keen interest has been shown in the newly set up Native 
Plant table. This will be retained, and the range of exhibits 
extended to illustrate phenomena of growth, etc., unsuitable for 
the display cases.

Ornithologist. 

During the year the collection of foreign birds has been 
enriched by the addition of many new specimens, including such 
interesting exhibits as the Argentine Ovenbird (Furnarius rufus) 
and nest, presented by Mr. A. S. Wilson, of Wellington. Another 
valuable addition is the collection of birds made by Mr. A. R. 
Hughes in India and Ceylon, presented by him to the Museum. 
Several interesting specimens of birds (and of mammals) have 
been presented by the Auckland Zoological Park. 

We have also to acknowledge the help of Messrs. A. T. Pycroft, 
B. Sladden, and Edgar F. Stead in securing welcome additions. 

The reference collections of skins and eggs have been 
classified and rearranged, and a number of additional specimens 
has been obtained, including the large collection of New Zealand 
birds presented by Mr. F. H. Combes. 

Forty-eight enquiries and identifications have been attended 
to, three public lectures have been given, and a short course of 
lectures on native birds given to a class organised by Lady Gunson. 

The School Service has already been referred to in the 
Director’s report. 

The plan of displaying native birds in groups representing 
their natural habitat is being followed as far as the size of the 
show cases will allow. A group of gannets has been completed, 
and it is hoped to add at least two other groups during the 
coming year. 

R. A. FALLA. 
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Conchologist and Palaeontologist. 

The collections in all three branches have received important 
accessions during the year, mainly due to the enthusiasm of several 
voluntary collectors, a recently organised system of exchange, 
and personal collecting. 

The conchologv section has received over 4,000 additions, an 
outstanding gift being the extensive collection of Hawaiian 
mollusca presented by Mr. S. R. Khiriffs. The conchologist has 
presented 17 holotypes and 2 paratypes of his recently described 
species, and several extensive lots of North, South, and Central 
American shells have been acquired by exchange. 

Six special exhibits have been arranged in the gallery, 
including three large cases dealing with corals and related marine 
animals, while over 1,300 labels have been added to the displayed 
specimens. 

The palaeontology section has received the considerable 
addition of over 3,100 specimens. Outstanding gifts are a fine 
vertebra of a Lower Pliocene whale from Mr. S. A. Orchard, 
over 150 Lower Miocene shells from Mr. Malcolm Hardy, and 
50 plant remains from Mr. A. G. Stevenson. 

A collecting excursion to the Wanganui and Hawfera Pliocene 
beds has added over 2,770 specimens of fossil mollusca, including 
some as yet undescribed species. 

Over 3,000 record cards have been compiled for the indexes 
of specimens and literature, and more than 150 enquiries have 
been answered by letter and personal interview. One of these, 
for the Portobello Fisheries Station, involved 140 identifications 
of specimens from dredging and the stomachs of fishes. 

It is intended that future additions to the shell display will 
feature life histories and other biological phases in preference to 
extensive series of named specimens.
